FIREMEN FIGHT
STUBBON BLAZE

New York, July 18 (By the AssociatedPress)..A stubborn, puzzling
varehouse fire in the Greenwich Vilagesection of the city broke out
ibout 8 o'clock this morning, burned
hrough the day and was still blazing
.onight a£l6r nearly 4,000,000 gallons
>f water had been played on the
lames by 40 lines of hose.
"The toughest fire I've ever encountered,"was the way "Smoky*

Martin, acting fire chief, put it to
Mayor Hylan when he returned to
lirect his men after having been
down out of a doorway by one of a
ieries of explosions which rocked th-e
ower West Side.
With the flames checked, but not

conquered, investigation showed that
,wo firemen had been killed, thrje
nore were missing, about 15 persons
Tad been taken to hospitals seriously
njured and more than 175 had receivedfirst aid treatment at thiee
emergency stations opened by the
[led Cross.
In addition, about 500 families

were driven from their homes in the
Sohemian quarter and tonight were
Tarred from returning by the police
est the warehouse walls should colapse.
The outstanding' feature of the fire

,vas the pungent, black smoke that
rolled out of the building, soon after
;he first of the blast3.
Fire Commissioner Drennan, who

leclared that no permit had been issuedto store explosives or chemicals
n the warehouse, worked feverishly
;o ascertain what indeed was housed
within the four blazing walls. Finallypolicemen were sent through the
milling thousands who had gathered
to watch the blaze, paging officials of
:he Manufacturers' Transit company,
operating the six story warehouse.
Later District Attorney Banton,

following a conference with fire departmentofficials, said an explosion
of a case of magnesium powder caus3dthe fire. He said that 38 cases of
magnesium had been taken into the
building since March 5 and that some

of them were being taken out by way
of the elevator when one was dropped-andexploded. r. *

The heat, he declared, ignited the
other cases, and then followed a

great explosion as itames began to
»eep through into the powder. Althoughthe property damage could
pot be accurately estimated without
a check of the content, said to include
newsprint, rubber, rice and epsom
salts, it was evident that it would
run into the hundreds of thousands
of dollars.
The names of firemen and policemenappeared most frequently on the

list 01 injured. About a score were

struck by the building material blastedfrom the warehouse by the explosion,or by falling bricks or timbers,but most of those treated at the
emergency station had been overcome

by the thick smoke. Many retui
ed to their duties after having been
nearly suffocated, only to report
again for further treatment.
The whole quarter was thrown into

a panic with the first blast, which
broke windows in St. Vincent's hospitalat Seventh avenue and Thirteenthstreet.
After the first terror of the explosionhad subsided, the 'villagers" begancooperating with the authoritiesin relief work, the artists throwingopen their studios to exhausted

firemen.
